A picturesque method of fighting an 
insect may be seen from the train 
windows at Marshfield, a wide, out- 


jlying cranberry bog, dotted over with 


white bifd houses on stakés. ~~ Te 
owner of the bog, Capt. B. G. Cahoon 
invented this method of fighting cer- 
tain pests destructive to cranberry 
vines and berries some thirty years 
ago, and is still enthusiastic over the 
success of it. 

Capt. Cahoon has installed 100 new 
bird boxes ot a seventeen acre bog, 
thus inviting and surely housing a 
large colony of swallows, whose all 
day occupation will be to swoop down 
upon obnoxious moths from their cot- 
tage watch towers and stuff the same 
down the throats of voracious young- 
sters still in the nest. It is a neat 
little scheme by whic.. everybody 
seems to be pleased and berefited ex- 
cept the moth. Incidentally other 
bogs also are benefited, although but 
few similar bird Louses are to be 
found yet in other parts of the great 
Cape cranberry area. 

In the earlier days of the experi- 
ment the bird boxes were placed three 
on a stake, rather near together. On 
the last log laid out of seventeen 
acres, 100 boxes were Placed forty feet 
apart, on tall stakes, following the 
line of the ditch ¢rossings, having the 
appearance of great regularity when 
seen from the right point of view, but 
merely scattered about when looked 
at from across the bog. Looking 
down: the line the dazzling white cot- 
tages, each neatly toppings its stake, 
lifted high above the soft gray green 
level of blossoming vines, look like 
the habitations cf so. odd little na- 
ture people, possibly engaged in till- 
ing the fleld beneath. 

Capt. Cahoon based his original ex- 
periment on the simple observation 
that c vallows liked nfoths and private 
lodgings.

Whiskey Insurrection 

The first rebellion against the fed- 
eral government in the United States 
was the whiskey insurrection of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, which had its be 
ginuing 122 years ago, when a meet- 
ing was held in Brownsville, Pa., to 
protest against the imposition of an 
excise tax on spirits distilled from 
grain. This measure had been devis 
ed by Alexander Hamilton to bring 
revenue into the treasury of the In- 
fant republic . It provided fo- a tax 
of from 9 to 25 cents a gallon, accord- 
ing to the strength of the liquor. The 
farmers of western Pennsylvania were 
hard hit by the tax. Owing to the 
high cost of transportation, they 
could make a living out of grain 
growing only by converting the pro- 
duct of their fields into HNquor. Feel- 
ran high after the Brownsville 
meeting, and one of the tax collectors 
was tarred and feathered President 
Washington issued @ proclamation in 
which he earnestly exhorted and ad- 
minished the rebellious farmers, but 
they paid no heed to it. Five bundred

Many biwitrffave to be coaxed 
into taking a bath, and if your bird 
has not been accustomed to it, it will 
help matters to remove the seed and 
water dishes. After he has bathed 
hang the cage in a warm pleace so 
that there may be no fear of the bird 
tecoming chilled.

London, Aug. 30.~A rifle “sai?

militant suffragettes. Its loca- 
tion is kept a close secret, but 
an official of the Women’s Social | 
and Political Union has admitted 
its existence and stated’ that the 
range was in use every day by 
members of the organization who 
are rapidly becoming expert shots 
This week’s issue of The Suffra- 
gette contains an advertisement 
offering to teach women to shoot 
straight.

Water the Horses 

This is the time of year when the 
horses, the motive powor of the farm, 
suffer most. You would not get the 
hfred man to follow the disc harrow, 
the plough or the binder long if a jug 
pf cool water was not at hand fre- 
quently—why expect the horses to go 
for five or six hours without a drink? 
¥. You say you have no water in the 
field. Then take some with yor. Get 
a clean barrel or two. Put them in 
a wagon or truck—fill with water and 
haul to the field cach morning and 
noon. Take a pail along and water 
the horses two or three times each 
forenoon and afterneon. Even if you 
only give them half a gallon each it 
will greatly refresh them. You 
should ‘ust as soon attempt to cut a 
harvest without twine as to cut a har- 
vest without a barre§ of water in the 
field for the horses.

that the quantity of ic2 brought down 
in the spring is in direct proportion to 
the severity of the winter preceding. 
The severity of the winters in the 
north Atlantic States, he says, de 
pends upon the prevalence of strong 
north winds having their origin on the 
Labrador coast. Similaily it is these 
same winds which start southward 
the great mass of ice broken off from 
glaciers which appear in the steamship 
tracks as icebergs. Fherefore the ice 
danger in the steamship lanes is al- 
ways greatest after the most severe 
winters ‘and less as the preceding win- 
ter has been mild. 

Many of the icebergs in the south- 
ward drift becomes grounded on the 
Grand Banks and do not constitute any 
serious menace to the translantic 
liners. It is those which continue 
south parallel to and beyond the banks 
which threaten the safety of the ocean 
steamers; ard it was to these that the 
revenue cutter patrols paiG the most 
attention. Capt. Johnston said that 
the largest berg that was encountered 
was about 400 feet long, 300 feet wide 
and about 70 feet out of the water. 
The smallest ice which properly could 
be called a berg was 226 feet long, 
100 fee. wide and 35 feet out of the 
water. 

Capt. Johnston estimated the rate 
of deteriodation of icebergs floating in 
the Gulf stream is about 5 per cent.

Now it has a compan- 
| fon in a house fly 64000 times as big 
as the one we are so Often adjured 
to swat or starve. This model has 
cost nine months of work and study 
on the par: of Ignasz Matausch, a 
Hungarian modelmaker in the service 
of the museum. The proportions 
have been preserved with the minut- 
est care, Mr. Matausch having made 
his drawings and casts for the head 
and body and various members of the 
insect from dissection. Larvae and 
pupae of the fly are shown in models 
molded on the same scale, as are the 
eggs, Which appear as little cucumber- 
shaped pieces of paraffin about two 
inches long. A real fly’s egg is just 
visible to the naked eye. The same 
artist has painted an enlargement 
(1,500 diameters) of the halry foot of 
tho fly, showing the typhoid bacilli, of 
which the insect is the common car- 
rier, one the claw-like tip of the mem- 
ber.
